REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All the 
independent claims which have been allowed begin "In a process for liquefying a natural 
gas stream containing methane and heavier hydrocarbon components...". The primary 
reference to Campbell et al discloses many of applicants' claimed process steps. 
However, the step that is lacking in Campbell et al is the liquefying of the natural gas 
stream. While Campbell does liquefy a portion of the stream (the heavier 
hydrocarbons), there is not sufficient motivation to combine the Campbell reference with 
Houshmand to provide a method for producing LNG. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
